2. CAVEAT: SOME VOTES ON BOTH SIDES, THOUGH PREDOMI- 
NANTLY ON GKR SIDE, ARE SOFT AND CAN FALL EITHER WAY. 
ABSTENTIONS AND ABSENTEES WILL LIKELY DETERMINE THE OUT- 
COME. GKR SHOULD CONTINUE TO PRESS ITS CASE WITH MODERATE 
NON-ALIGNEDS IN AFRICA, MIDDLE EAST AND LATIN AMERICA. 

3. EAST ASIAN SOLIDARITY AND WILLINGNESS TO ASSUME LEADER- 
SHIP POSITION ON KHMER ISSUE WAS A CRUCIAL DETERMINANT OF 
28TH GA FAVORABLE OUTCOME. RECENT ASEAN MINISTERS STATE- 
MENT VERY HELPFUL IN THIS REGARD. HOWEVER, IF ASIANS TIRE 
OF CARRYING THE BALL, AND THERE HAVE BEEN SOME SIGNS OF 
EROSION IN ASIAN RANKS, THE NEGATIVE IMPACT ON VOTES OF 
OTHER MODERATE NON-ALIGNEDS COULD PROVE DECISIVE. 

4. THE SITUATION ON THE GROUND IN CAMBODIA AT THE TIME 
THE ITEM COMES UP FOR CONSIDERATION REMAINS AN IMPORTANT 
AND UNPREDICTABLE FACTOR WHICH COULD HAVE DETERMINING EF- 
FECT ON WAVERERS. ONLY CERTAINTY IS THAT WE CONFRONT 
ANOTHER UPHILL BATTLE LIKELY TO PROVE EVEN MORE DIFFICULT 
THAN LAST YEAR'S. RUSH 
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
